Today's text is suggested by Rev. Robert H. Lyttle, Strathcona Presbyterian Church, Edmonton. 
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THE “DRIFTER” 


Commenting on a number of vagrancy 
cases appearing in police court there, a 
Calgary magistrate the other day said: 
“We must recognize the fact that some 
men are forced to beg or steal because 
they are not able to get relief in any 
other way, and there is no reason for citi- 
zens to complain if men come begging at 
their doors.” 

No reason to complain, that is, against 
the action of the men themselves, if they 
belong to that unfortunate class. The re- 
ference of course is to the “drifter,” the 
man who has wandered into a community 
where he does not ordinarily reside, and 
where he is in consequence not eligible for 
relief or relief work, local authorities and 
taxpayers refusing to assume responsl- 
bility for other than permanent residents. 

But there is cause to complain in such 
circumstances that nothing effective has 
been done either to prevent drifting or to 
provide for the drifter. That is one point 
at which the emergency measures of our 
governments have fallen short of the mark, 
to the extent to which men without means 
are still permitted to roam about the 
country and obtain a living by panhand- 
ling or crime. 

The drifter is not a man without a 
country; nor in most cases without a 
community in Canada that he may proper- 
ly call home. He came from some point 
in the Dominion that he is entitled to re- 
gard as his place of residence. If the gov- 
ernments allow him to drift they should 
see that he is not driven by hunger to beg 
or steal; and then send the bill to the com- 
munity from which he came, perhaps at 
the suggestion of the local council. 


THE NATIONAL 

Taxpayers and shareholders cannot ex- 
tract much pleasure in these days from 
the financial reports issued by the rail- 
ways.

Against this unfavorable but by no 
means unexpected financial showing, the 
railway and the rolling stock have been 
maintained at a high standard of effi- 
ciency. Temporary economy has not been 
sought at the cost of letting the proper 
rundown. And while frequency of service 
has had to be sacrificed, the quality has 
been kept at the high level of former 
years. The investment in the enterprise is 
thus being protected, while the system is 
in readiness to accommodate its full 
share of the transportation business when- 
ever traffic movement revives, when its 
revenue will of course show a correspond- 
ing improvement.

It 
would have the great Powers band them- 
selves together by treaty and take over 
the direction and control of Chinese af- 
fairs as a anent and continuing res- 

nsibility. The important centres, it sug- 
gests, should be surrounded by “neutral 
zones,” policed by an international force, 
and from which Chinese troops would be 
excluded. Chinese authority, needless to 
say, would likewise be excluded, intention- 
ally or otherwise. 

That might be for the good of the Chi- 
nese people, though it is much to be doubt- 
ed. any case it will not be done. For 


two sufficient reasons. The Powers have 
no moral right to do anything of the kind; 
and they have troubles enough attending 
to their own affairs without assuming re- 


sponsibility for a wardship over the quar- 
ter of the human race that occupies that 
vast and swarming empire. 

The people of China have a right to 
rule themselves, in any way they see fit, so 
long cs they keep their obligations to re- 
spect the persons and property of foreign- 
ers and to pay their debts abroad. Be- 
cause they sometimes fail in one or the 
other particular, intervention has at times 
been necessary, and probably will be nec- 
essary in the future. But such interven- 
tion has been for the purpose of righting 
specific wrongs or preventing outrages, 
not for the purpose of extinguishing Chi- 
nese sovereignty, and can only be justified 
on that basis. 

If Japan's purpose is to put the 
shackles of foreign control upon China it 
is engaged in a project of some magnitude, 
in which the other Powers are by no means 
likely to join. To establish such control 
over the important centres of population 
and business would be only the beginning. 
The extension of trade and trading inter- 
s beyond these areas would make it nec- 
ary to extend the outside authority also. 
The shorter course would be to declare the 
whole empire an international protectorate 
at 


nee. 

That probably is the ultimate aim of 
the Japanese proposal. The Powers are not 
altruistic enough for that, nor have they 
the men and the money to spare to carry 
out the prolonged process of subjugation 
that would be necessary to make the Chi- 
nese submit to their dictation.

Wallace wes born in 1875 and be- 
gan writing 20 years later. He [first 
put out a book of songs, bu’ quickly 
switched to prose, and appeared in 
1898 as the author of aw novel, “The 
Mission that Failed.” 

This writing was done while he was 
a private in the British army. He took 
the King’s shilling soon after kkaving 
the London board school, where he 
oblained such education es he man- 
aged to get formally. He served suc- 
cessively in the Royal West Keut 
Regiment and the Royal Army Marine 
Corps and went to South Africa. 

When the Boer War broke out he 
became # wer correspondent for Reu- 
ters (the British news ageney) and 
ater wrote from South Africa for the 
London Daily News and the London 
Daily Mail. Then he turned 1o journ- 
aliem on his own account, becoming 
editorial founder of the Daily Mai), 
published at Johannesburg 

His war experiences were the back- 
ground for several early books, inciud- 
ing “Writ in Barracks (1900) end 
“Unotticial Despatches” (1902).
